At 10:15 
o'clock Thursday night 


Jp.mes Adams, who was shot by Adolph 
Schander on Monday night, breathed 
his last. At 10:20 Sehander and Jnrnes 
Oliver were booked for murder. About 
half an hour before Adams died he 
made another statement of the shoot- 
ing, which did not differ materially 
from the first one, except that he was 
more confident that he was going to 
die. 


In the Senate yesterday Pendleton 


called up the organization resolution. 
On a motion to indefinitely postpone 
the vote resulted 37 to 37. Mahone, to 
the astonishment of all, voted with the 
Democrats a.t first, but changed his 
vote amid applause and hisses. The 
Chair voted aye and declared the motion 
carried. Anthony then offered a reso- 
lution reorganizing the committees on 
the Republican basis.

THE MONETARY CONFER- 


ENCE. 


Nevada has every reason to hope that 


the International Monetary Conference 
will result in an international accept- 
ance of the rate of 15% as the standard 
equation of the two precious metals. 
We confidently expect that some good 
will come out of Nazareth. Every lead- 
ing na.ion has signified its intention of 
participating in the conference, and 
notwithstanding Germany reserves the 
right of refusing to be bound by any 
decision, and that England alone shows 
a disposition to maintain the single 
standard theory, the outlook is favor- 
able for the other Nations to agree upon 
whal, shall constitute the true and last- 
ing relations of gold and silver. 
Such 


an agreement would advance the price 
of silver to where it properly belongs, 
and thereby make possible the working 
of thousands of mines now compelled to 
lie idle; not forgetting or overlooking 
the great good for the general mineral 
interests of the country. 


CHEERING SIGNS. 


There are indications of many well- 


laid plans for a political revolution in 
the South which, if successful will end 
in the dissolving of what is now known 
and accepted as "The Solid South.' 
The remarkable departure of Senator 
llahoue may be cited as an example of 
more startling political events to follow 
Mahone will have the support of the 
Garfield Administration, and we accept 
the assurance given him from that quar- 
ter as au evidence of the general policy 
to be pursued by the President. 
Some 


of the Georgia papers are alarmed at 
what is transpiring in that State. Sen 
ator Brown represents advanced ideas, 
and it is stated that he and ex-Governor 
Bullock, are the avowed leaders of a 
movement that has for its end tho de- 
moralization and political destruction 
of the Bourbons. It is very evident 
that a bold and aggressive campaign is 
to be made against the old Bourbons in 
the Southern States, one which, for the 
sake of the South itself, we trust will be 
completely successful.

Senate Officers. 


The Republicans will nominate Gor- 


ham fpr Secretary of the Senate and 
Manestree, of Virginia a Beadjuster and 
friend"of Mahone, for Sergeant-at-Arms. 
A number of Democratic Senators de- 
clared their purpose in canons Wednes- 
day to fight against a change of officers 
of the Senate. This proposition was 
antagonized by Bayard, Hampton and 
others, who insisted that the best policy 
is to submit quietly to entire Republi- 
can control. 
Hill and Brown, of Geor- 


gia, Vest, Jones and others insist that 
the Democratic Senators must not sub- 
mit to every thing; that it would dis- 
courage the Democratic party. 
They 


would let the committees go through, but 
avowed their purpose to filibuster against 
a change of officers. 
Davis, of Illinois, 


when requested to absent himself and 
not vote when the fight begins, refused, 
and he iiaid he would vote. Bayard and 
a .lumber of other Democrats declare 
they wi'l not filibuster, and without 
united a.'.tion a fight cannot bo made 
very effective. 


Congratulations to Senator Mahone. 


Senator Mahone, in an interview 


Thursday, said that he had received at 
least 500 letters from Virginia, conclu- 
sively showing that the 
Readjuster 


Democrats of Virginia approved his 
course in the Senate, and that the 
straight-out Republicans in opposition 
to them are constantly dwindling in 
numbers and influence, and he is there- 
fore more than ever confident of gaining 
control of the State in the coming elec- 
tion, 
and 
has 
issued 
a 
call 


for the Central Committee of Readjus- 
ters to meet on the 23d instant and 
make preparations for a State Convention 
m May, when he proposes to make a 
determined contest with the regular 
Democrats, not only on the debt ques- 
tion, but also, as he puts it "for 
free 


speech, a free ballot, universal educa- 
tion and general liberation." 


It is stated by persons very close in 


the confidence of General Grant that in 
consequence of his Mexican engagement 
he will have nothing to do with the 
World's Fair of 1883. 
It is not known 


whether he has sent in his resignation 
but as he leaves on Monday for Mexico 
it is more than probable that he will 
present a formal document to the Com- 
missioners before leaving New York. 
It is understood that General Grant 
wishes the enterprise every success, but 
for reasons best known to himself he 
does not feel inclined to be connected 
personally with it. 


Meteorologists have found that United 


States storms usually advance from the 
Upper Mississippi Valley toward New 
York and New England, less frequently 
toward Virginia, and seldom towards 
the Corolinas. American storm centers 
most frequently pass off the coast be- 
tween forty-five and fifty degrees North 
latitude. 
The great waves of high bar- 


ometer, with fierce northwest winds in 
their front, usually advance from the 
Rocky Mountains toward Virginia and 
the Carolinas, but less frequently to- 
ward New England. 


LAWS OF THE STATE OF 


, NEVADA. 


The Columbia River Salmon Can- 


neries are brushing up, for the season, 
which opens next month. The law 
permits salmon to be taken in the 
Columbia River six days in ljhe week 
daring the months of April, May and 
June, Last season was an unusually 
prolific one, and the cauners did well. 
They hope to can more this year, but 
that will depend on the run of fish and 
other causes. They have the facilities 
for an increase in the number of cans, 
provided other circumstances favor the 
movement. 


A few English pheasants have been 


recently received in Gilroy, Cal. In a 
few years this bird of elegant plumage 
and good eating will be plentiful in Cal- 
ifornia, as they are being extensively 
distributed in pairs for breeding. They 
are allied to domestic fowls, and have 
some of their habits. They are found 
nestling in clover, but the'r chief resort 
is shrubbery and high clover. Sports- 
men will be pleased to have this addi- 
tion to the native game for gun practice. 


The New York Tribune prints a letter 


corroborating the story that early in the 
war of the rebellion, when the Russian 
fleet lay for several months in the har- 
bor and other Russian men-of-war were 
stationed at San Francisco, sealed orders 
were in the Russian Admiral's hands, to 
the effect that if either England or 
France took any. part favoiing 
the 


South, the Admiral was at once to re- 
port to President Lincoln for orders.

CHAP. XVI.—An Act amendatory of an 


Act entitled "An Act to amend an Act 
entitled 'An Act concerning juries,' 
approved March 5, 1873," approved 
February 14, 1879. 


[Approved February 8, 1881.') 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


SECTION i. Section One of the Act of 


which this Act is amendatory is amended 
so as to read as follows: 


Section One. Section Four of said 


Act, 
entitled 
"An 
Act 
concerning 


juries," approved March 5, 1873, is 
amended so as to read as follows: 


Section Four. To constitute the reg- 


ular panel of trial jurors for any term of 
the District Court such number of 
names as the Judge may direct shall be 
drawn from the jury box. The regular 
panel of trial jurors may be drawn be- 
fore the commencement of the term of 
Court, and, if so drawn, the Judge 
thereof must make and file with the 
County Clerk an order that one be 
drawn, and the number of jurors to be 
drawn must be named in the order. The 
drawing shall take place in the office of 
the County Clerk, during regular office 
hours, in the presence of all persons 
who may choose to witness it. If the 
panel be diawn before the commence- 
ment of the term it shall be drawn by 
the Judge and Clerk, or. if the Judge so 
directs, by any one of the County Com- 
missioners of the county and the Clerk, 
and if the Judge directs that the panel 
be drawn by one of the County Com- 
missioners of the connty and the Clerk, 
the Judge must make and file with the 
Clerk an order designating the name of 
such County Commissioner, and fixing 
the number of names to be drawn as 
trial jurors and the time at which the 
persons whose names are so drawn shall 
be required to attend in Court. The 
drawing shall be conducted as follows: 
The number to be drawn having been 
previously determined by the Judge, the 
box containing the names of the jurors 
shall first be thoroughly shaken; it shall 
then be opened and the Judge and 
Clerk, or one of the County Commis- 
sioners of the county and the Clerk, i) 
the Judge has so ordered, shall alter- 
nately draw therefrom one ballot until 
of non-exempt jurors the number deter- 
mined upon is obtained; piovided, that 
if the officers drawing such jury deem 
that the attendance of any juror whose 
name is so drawn cannot be cquven 
iently and cheaply to the county ob- 
tained, by reason of the distance of the 
residence of such juror from the Courl 
or other nause, his name may, in the 
discretion of such officers, be returned 
to the box and in its place the name ol 
another juror drawn whose attendance 
said officers may deem can be conven- 
iently and cheaply to the connty ob 
tained. A list of the names so obtained 
shall be made out and certified by the 
officers drawing the jury, which lisl 
shall remain in the Clerk's office nub- 
ject to inspection by any officer or at 
torney of the Court, and the Ulerk shall 
immediately issue a venire, directed to 
the Sheriff of the county, commanding 
him to summon the persons so drawn as 
trial jurors to attend in Court at such 
time as the Judge may have directed, 
and the Sheriff shall make return of 
the venire at least the day before the 
day named for their appearance, after 
which the veuire shall be subject to in- 
spection by any officer or attorney ol 
the Courl.

Section Two. Section Eight of the 


Act entitled "Au Act concerning juries," 
approved March 5, 1873, is amended so 
as to read as follows: 


Section Eight. It shall be the duty 


of the District Judge urn! any one ol 
the Connty Commissioners of the county 
at least once in each year and as lunch 
ofteuer as the public interest may re- 
quire, to select from the jury list 
twenty-four persons who shall bo sum- 
moned to appear as grnnd jurors at such 
time as the Judge may order; provided, 
that if the District Judge deems proper 
he may direct any one of the County 
Commissioners of the county and the 
Clerk to select the grand jurors, and 
such County Commissioner and Clerk, 
if the Judge so directs, shall select from 
the jury list twenty-four persons as 
grand jurors. If the Judge directs, the 
grand jurors to be selected by one ol 
the County Commissioners of the county 
and the Clerk the Judge must make and 
file with the Clerk an order designating 
the name of such County Commissioner, 
and the Judgd shall in said order fix the 
time during the tei m of Court when said 
grand jurors shall be required to ap- 
pear; and if fiom any cause, such 
County Commissioner and Clerk should 
fail to select the grand jurors the Judge 
and any one of the Couuty Commission 
ers inny, tit any tune, select the same. 
A list of the names so selected us grand 
jurors shall be mude out and certified 
by the officers making such selection 
and be filod in the Clerk's office, and 
the Clerk shall immediately issue a 
venire, directed to the Sheriff of the 
county, commanding him to summon 
the persons So drawn as grand jurors to 
attend in Court at such time as the 
Judge may have directed; and the 
Sheriff shall summon such grand jurors, 
and out of the number so summoned 
the Court shall select seventeen persons 
to coustitue the grand jury. If from 
any cause a sufficient number do not 
appear, or those who appear are excused 
or discharged, an additional number, 
sufficient to complete the grand jury, 
dhall be selected from the jury list by 
the Judge and Clerk and summoned to 
appear in Court at such time as the 
Court may direct. 


Sue. 3, All Aais and parts of Acts in 


so far only us thoy conflict witlj the 
provisions of this Act are hereby re 
pealed. 


CHAP. XVII.—An Act to umend au Act 


entitled "An Act relating to the burial 
of the dead of incorporated cities in 
the State of 
Nevada," 
approved 


March 8, 1879. 


[Approved February 8, 1881.] 


The people of the State of Nevada, 


represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
emict as followa: 


SECTION 1. Section Two of the ubove- 


entitled Act is amended BO as to read ta 
follows: 


Section Two. It shall be the duty of 


any undertaker or.other person obtain- 
ing the certificate mentioned in the first 
section of this Act, before burying such 
deceased person, to present soch certifi- 
cate to the Coroner of the connty within 
which' such deceased person shall tave 
died. The said Coroner, after being 
satisfied of the truth of the facts set 
forth in said certificate, shall issue & 
permit to the person presenting such 
certificate to bury the deceased person 
named in said certificate, or shall take- 
such action under the law as the fact* 
set forth in said certificate snail warrant. 
Said permit shall be In writing, signed 
by the Coroner, and shall set forth the 
facts under which it was issued. Said 
Coroner shall file in his office all physi- 
cians' certificates so presented to him 
and shall keep a record of the same and 
n memorandum of all permits so issned 
by him, which records and memoranda 
he shall turn over to his successor in 
office as a part of the public records of 
his office.

An Important Connection About to 


be Made. 


[Enterprise 17th. | 


Last evening there remained but fifty 


feet of ground between the faces of the 
south branch of the Sutro tunnel and 
the Yellow Jacket north drift. This 
will be cut through within three days, 
and the Yellow Jacket shaft connected 
with the main Sutto tunnel. 


G nee the connection is made it only 


remains to put in the drain boxes, when 
pumping may be commenced. These 
boxes are being made at the town ol 
Sutro, and most of them are completed. 
As soon as they are in the big pumps of 
the Yellow Jacktit will start up and new 
life will at once be given to all the 
mines of that part of the Comstock. 
The Belcher and Crown Point Com- 
panies may again resume operations on 
their lower levels, and the Imperial and 
adjoining companies may begin to do 
something besides pumping. 


It will probably take some time to re- 


pair the deepest workings of the llelcher 
and Crown Point mines, as it is but fair 
to conclude that there has been more 
or less caving, but in a few weeks they 
will doubtless be going ahead as usual. 


As for the heat that will be left in the 


lower levels when the water has been 
drained off it will soon pass out, once a 
free circulation of air has been establish- 
ed. 
Air blown into the main drifts wil 


greatly assist in the cooling-off process. 


The dropping of "defensive" and the 


resumption of "offensive" operations in 
this important group of mines will no 
doubt have a tendency to enchauce the 
price of stocks in that direction, am 
thus start a revival that will, towarc 
next Fall, (when many other things 
along the lode will be drawing to a 
focus) grow to be a, pretty fair boom— 
perhaps that may occur which will give 
us a regular "howling boom."

THE TAX PENALTIES. 


Th« Cast B«-Argned and Submitted—A New 


Point and a New Gout 


Last Tuesday the cases of the State 


against the Bonanza mines to recover 
the penalties in the bullion-tax cases 
which were compromised by Storey 
county and the compromise confirmed 
by the Legislature two years ago, came 
up for argument before the Supreme 
Court in Carson, and were submitted. 
The Gold Hill News says the appellants 
were given thirty days in which to file a 
brief, and the respondents 
allowed 


tjirty days thereafter in which to file a 
brief in reply, and then the Court will 
decide the case when it gets ready. 


At the hearing counsel for the mines 


made a new point. Mr. Hillyer con- 
;ended that in the previous decision of 
the case the Court passed upon the 
point only as to whether the servant of 
the people—i. e,, the District Attorney 
of Storey county—had a right to com- 
promise, releasing a penalty, and the 
sovereign—i. e., the Legislature, in its 
representative capacity of the people— 
cou d confirm that compromise by legal 
enactments. 
This question was de- 


cided in the negative. 
The question 


before the Court now was whether the 
sovereign could release the subject from 
a penalty due the sovereign; he claiming 
that to be the true status; of the case. 


There are many who look to see the 


Court decide the question in the affirma- 
tive, in which event that will be the 
last of the bullion-tax penalty cases. 
Justice Hawley, if memory serves cor- 
rectly dissented from the judgment of 
the Court before, and now Judge Bel- 
knap is in place of Judge Beatty, whose 
term expired December 31. Thus the 
decision virtually rests with Judge Bel- 
knap.

N ACT AMENDATORY 
OF 


and Supplementary to an Act 
entitled "An Act to Create a 
Board of Connty Commissioners 
in the Several Counties of This 
State and to Define Their Du- 
ties and Powers." 


The People of the State of Nevada, represented 


in Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Section -1 of said Act is hereby 


amended BO as to read as follows: "Section 4. If 
at any time after the final adjournment of a regular 
meeting the business nf the County shall require 
a meeting of tho Board, a special meeting of the 
sainu may be ordered by .iny member of tbe 
Board. The order shall be entered on the records 
of the Board, and the Clerk shall give notice of 
such special meeting and the time thereof to any 
member of the Board not joining in the order." 


SECTION 2. No bounty Commissioner in this 
gtato shall have power or privilege 10 make any 
ariv,.uce to any indigent, or fulirin, or other per- 
son or persons, except the sick, as a charity, un- 
der any pretext whatever, of any money, credit, 
security, merchandise, or other valuable, until 
tho same shall' have been passed upon and 
allowed at a meeting of the Board. 


SECTION 3. No County Commissioner, or 


Board of County Commissioners, in this State 
shall have power to malte any approppiation or 
payment of any money, merchandise, or other 
valuable, to any indigent poor, infirm, or other 
person or persons, except the sick, as a ehnrity, 
until the same shall have been previously re 
commended as necessary by two or more prop, 
erty taxpayers of tho county. The recommenda- 
tion must have been in writing, and signed by 
two or more property taxpayers of the county, 
and passed upon and payment authorized by 
the Board of County Commissioners at a meeting 
of the Board. 


SECTION 4. No County Commissioner, or 


Board of County Commissioners, in this State 
shall have power to make any appropriation or 
payment of any money, merchandise, or other 
valuable, to any sick person or persons, unless 
the same shall have been previously recom- 
mended, in writing, as necessary by a resident 
of the county. 


SECTION 5. No claim of any Commissioner for 


payment, allowance or advance of any money, 
merchandise, or other property, te any indigent 
poor, infirm or sick person or persons, shall be 
allowed or paid, unless presented and authorized 
as provided in Sections 3 and 4 of thif Act. 


SECTION 6. It shall be the duty of tho Board 


of County CommisBionerB to keep on die in the 
County Clerk's office all recommendations men- 
tioned in Sections 3 and * of this Act, and the 
same shall be open to inspection to any resident 
of the county. 


SECTIOH 7. If the Board of Commissioners in 


any county in this State, or any member of any 
Board, shall violate any provisions of this Act. 
such member shall bo deemed guilty of a mlfcdo 
meaner, and on conviction thereof shall be fined 
in any sum not exceeding one hundred dollars or 
less than fifty dollars, and shall bo liable for 
any loss, damage or expense sustained by the 
county in consequence of such violation. 


SECT on 8. This Act to take effect in any 


county in this State having polled more than fif- 
teen hundred votes at the last general election 
in 1880. 
Approved February 14, 1881.
